At the secondary, or high 
school, level, the team led 
by Barbara Pappas placed 
second in the Wind Visible 
science challenge. In addi- 
tion, two Wilmington high 
school teams that presented 
at the regional tournament 
will also be competing in the 
state tournament, with Lori 
Ryan and Maureen Stone’s 
team to present their solu- 
tion to the In Disguise fine 
arts challenge and Terry 
McDermott’s team working 
with the Twistorama struc- 
tural challenge. 

Two teams participated in 
the Rising Stars portion of 
the tournament, a non-com- 
petitive division for students 
at the kindergarten through 
early elementary level. 

Destination ImagiNation is 
an international non-profit 
organization offering an 
after school program that 
serves students from kinder- 
garten to college age. 


Teams of two to seven stu- 
dents are encouraged to 
solve challenges using multi- 
ple academic disciplines, 
including STEM (science, 
technology, _ engineering, 
and mathematics), the arts, 
and service learning. Teams 
begin by choosing one chal- 
lenge from seven options, 
each of which has a specific 
academic focus. The team 
spends the season trying to 
solve the challenge and 
developing a solution, which 
they will present to apprais- 
ers at the regional tourna- 
ment. In the process, partic- 
ipants learn patience, flexi- 
bility, persistence, ethics, 
respect for others and their 
ideas, and the collaborative 
problem solving process. 
The program came _ to 
Wilmington more than a 
decade ago and is currently 
led locally by Allison Collins, 
who also serves as a region- 
al coordinator with the 
Massachusetts Destination 
ImagiNation organization.

WILMINGTON - The 
Wilmington Crusader, 60 


years ago, reported on 
three-year-old Frankie 
Haggerty of Hathaway

When Frankie was born, a 
birth accident left him with 
an excess of blood in his 
brain, which threatened to 
seriously impair his health. 
Frankie spent a long time 
in the Floating Hospital in 
Boston, where he made an 
amazing recovery. 

Nearly three years fait 
Frankie had to have sur- 
gery for a congenital her- 
nia. He was again taken to 
Floating Hospital. While 
there for a preliminary 
examination, he was 
allowed to play in the chil- 
dren’s playroom, where he 
found something he recog- 
nized. He had always been 
intensely interested in fire

ileges, which he thoroughly 
enjoyed. And there in the 
hospital playroom was a 
toy firemen’s helmet. 

Dr. Peterson, who was to 
operate on Frankie, told 
Mrs.. Haggerty that if 
Frankie were to have a fire- 
men’s helmet, his chances 
of a quick recovery would 
be dramatically improved. 
The only problem was 
where to get such a helmet. 

Mrs. Haggerty visited the 
Wilmington fire station, in 


hopes that there might be a 


spare helmet there. Lt. 
George Cushing, though 
anxious to help, was forced 
to say there were no spares, 
but suggested that Mrs. 


' Haggerty visit the police 


station. Maybe something 
could be done there. 

Mrs. Haggerty left for the 
police station, almost 
across the street, and Lt. 
Cushing called Chief of 
Police Paul Lynch to 
explain the situation. Chief 
Lynch knew what Mrs. 
Haggerty wanted before 
she got in the door, but he 
had no firemen’s helmet. 

Chief Lynch loved to help 
people. One person has said 
that when you sat down 
with him, you would almost 
think you were talking to 


the parish priest. He would © 


sit at his desk, put his fin- 
gertips together, purse his 
lips and look off in the dis- 
tance. Often, though, he'd

The chief wanted to help 
Mrs. Haggerty. At first, he 
was at a loss. Then the 
chief thought of Louie 
Elfman. Louie, the propri-

collection of hats lining his 
office, probably 50 hats 
from all over-the world. ° 

Chief Lynch took Mrs. 
Haggerty down to Louie’s 
and the problem was 
solved. There on a hook 
was a firemen’s helmet, 
formerly the property of 
American Legion Post 136. 
A few words were all that it 
took, and Mrs. Haggerty 
had the helmet. 

Frankie had the operation 
on a Wednesday, and on 
Thursday he was home 
again. He was a very happy 
boy, with a bright red fire- 
men’s helmet, all his own, 
to wear around the house. 

Mrs. Haggerty was a very 
happy lady, too. She 
learned that there were 
many gentlemen in 
Wilmington, including the 
Wilmington Fire Depart- 
ment, the Wilmington 
Police Department, and 
Louie. 

A former neighbor of the 
Haggertys, when recently 
asked about Frankie, said 
he was friends with him as 
boys, but had lost track of 
him when he, the neighbor, 
went into the service in 
1967. But he never knew 
about the helmet, or about 
Frankie’s medical prob- 
lems early in life. He said 
that Mrs. Haggerty had 
wanted Frankie to go to 
college and go into the 
priesthood: 

The Haggertys eventually 
moved to Connecticut, 
where Francis Haggerty 
was elected mayor of a city.

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Waltham officer arrested 
on child porn charges 


WALTHAM (AP) — A vet- 
eran Waltham police officer 
who won $1 million in the 


- lottery two’ years’ ago was 


jailed Tuesday on child 
pornography charges. 

At an initial court appear- 
ance Tuesday, Paul 
Manganelli was ordered 
held until a detention hear- 
ing Thursday. If convicted, 
he faces 5 to 20 years in 
prison. His lawyer didn't 
comment after Tuesday's 
hearing. 

Manganelli, 46, was arrest- 
ed by the FBI Monday. 
According to a criminal 
complaint, he sent and 
received images and videos 
of child pornography by 
email. The complaint said 
Manganelli is a member of 
an online child porn sharing 
website. 

Manganelli acknowledged 
to an FBI agent that he sent 
and receive child pornogra- 
phy, but he told the FBI 
agent he was trying to find 
perverts online, the com- 


plaint said. 
Waltham police said 
Manganelli owas never 


assigned to conduct any 
such investigation, and he

never reported any illegal 
activities during the two to 
three years he was collect- 
ing and sharing child porn, 
the complaint said. _ 

The 46-year-old Manganelli 
has been a Waltham officer 
for 20 years. He's also a disc 
jockey at a company he 
started with a friend in the 
1980s, which advertises work 
for kids' and teens' parties. 

In 2011, Manganelli 
claimed $1 million on a win- 
ning "$100,000 a Year For 


Life" lottery ticket. - % 

Waltham Mayor Jeannette 
McCarthy called the allega- 
tions against Mangabeli 
"disgusting." 

"My thoughts are with his 
family," McCarthy said.’ * 

Acting Police Chief Keith 
MacPherson said in a state- 
ment that Manganelli's 
"alleged off-duty conduct of 


one employee is not a refle¢- 


tion of the Waltham Polide 
Department’as a whole." ‘

Tax breaks for seniors 


BOSTON - The “Senior 
$ents” program, an education- 
al campaign to help the 
Commonwealth’s 1.2 million 
seniors lower their state 
income and local property tax 
bills and get up to a $1,000 in 
their pocket this filing season, 
launched last week. 


“Massachusetts has many 


tax breaks for our. seniors,” 
said Commissioner Pitter, 
“The problem is many seniors 
don’t use the credits, deduc- 
tions and exemptions because 
they either don’t know about 
them or mistakenly believe 
they don’t qualify because 
they don’t have to file a tax

return. We want to help sen- 
iors claim what’s rightfully 
due them.” 

The “senior circuit breaker” 
is the primary focus of the 
campaign. Last tax year, 
82,623 seniors claimed nearly 
$64 million from this credit, an 
average of $784 per taxpayer. 
This year’s senior circuit 
breaker is worth up to $1,000 
so if a senior also qualifies for 
the prior three years, they 
could get up to nearly $4,000.

“It’s lockdown on steroids,” 
Sencabaugh said. 

Counter, which is perhaps 
the most harrowing of the 
options, encourages people 
to distract a shooter if he 
happens to enter a room. 
One can throw things, make 
noises, grab chairs—any- 


thing to get him off-balance 
and knock the gun out of his 
hand. 

“The worst thing you can 
do is freeze,” Sencabaugh 
said. 

The point of ALICE is to 
remind citizens that they are 
capable of good things. 

He asked: “Are we cullti- 
vating these outcomes?” 

Training for faculty took 
place in January. Students in 
grades six through twelve 
will train in the spring. 

“What we’re trying to do is 
give everyone skills,” said 
Superintendent Benton.

While their won-loss pro- 
gram may not indicate it, a 
lot of that help looks like it 
could come from the junior 
varsity level, were the team 
struggled to a 414 record, 
but battled their Middlesex 
League opponents in every 
game and showed great 
improvement from the start 
of the season to the end of 
the season under sixth year 
coach Dennis Ingram. 

Ingram, a Wilmington 
High Hall of Fame inductee 
in 2012, knows a thing or two 
about team building. The

more impressive is that 
most of them came into the 
season without very little or 
no wrestling experience, but 
progressed as the season 
went on, they continued to 
improve.

Chiefly, even getting ice to 
practice on proved difficult, 


as the Ristuccia is often 


booked solid, giving Gouthro ~ 


little time to shape the 


squad into fighting forma-— 


tion. And even then, prac- 
tices were not what Gouthro 
wanted to focus on. 

“You’d rather play games,” 
he said. 

When the games were 
played, the Wildcats had to 
deal with teams which fea- 
tured extreme shifts in the 
quality of its opposition. 
While one week would bring 
them face to face with a 
team that boasted only a few 
lines and young skaters, the 
next would drop them into 
combat with players with 
twice the size and experi- 
ence. 

One notable game saw the 
Wildcats compete against a 
team in which was a player 
who struggled to skate at 
all. 


“It’s tough to play kids who 
can’t skate,” explained 
Gouthro. 


As difficult as that situa- 
tion was, Gouthro used the 
experience as a teaching

moment for his own team. 
“We wanted them to learn 
how to play the right way. 
It’s supposed to be a learn- 
ing experience.” 

As Gouthro explained it, 
there was no point in using 
the opportunity to pile up 
the score and embarrass fel- 
low hockey players. To do so 
would be to show deficit in 
class and maturity. 

Of course, as successful as 
the Wildcats were, it was not 
as if they did not have their 
own obstacles to overcome. 
Heading into the season 
with eleven players who 
were sophomores, or older, 
gave Gouthro some wiggle 
room, but the Wildcats also 
had a roster varying skill 
and experience levels, and 
that he would have to bal- 
ance out. One thing that def- 
initely helped the Wildcats 
was having a sizable num- 
ber of returning players 
from last season. 

“They already buy into the 
system,” Gouthro said. 

Even with these older play- 
ers present to set examples 
and provide strength, it was 
the younger players, and 
their ability to grasp the 
demands of high school level 
hockey, that would deter- 
mine whether or not the sea- 
son could be dubbed a suc- 
cess. After all, of the 20- 
man strong roster, nine play- 
ers were freshmen who had 
never put on the high school 
jersey before. Gouthro 
came away from the season 
positive that his younger 
players had made the transi- 
tion with success. 

“The younger kids, they did 
pick it up,” he said. 

It did not take lohg for 
Gouthro to recognize that 
his was a team filled with 
determined, intelligent play- 
ers who were dedicated to 
improving their game and 
delivering the best of them- 
selves. Gouthro described 
his elation when he arrived 
at a 5:30 a.m. practice in the 
middle of winter vacation, 
only to discover that his 
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entire team had already 
arrived and were readying 
themselves for the day’s 
work. 

When trying to build a 
hockey team, there are a 
number of factors that go 
into determining a player’s 
value. While Gouthro is 
obviously happy to find a 
player who is capable with 
speed and puck skills, he is 
also on the lookout for more 


intangible, deeper qualities, 
which is why the team’s ded- 
ication to practice time 


meant so much to him. 


“’m looking for someone 
who willing to play with the: 


team,” Gouthro explained. 
He elaborated that what he 
wanted was a player who 
was not concerned with rak- 
ing up goals and plays for 
themselves, but was instead 
interested in working within 
the established system and 
making sure that the team 
flowed together as a singu- 
lar unit. 

While there were many 
standouts this season for the 
Wildcats, Gouthro was par- 


ticularly impressed with 
sophomores Michael 
Capistran and Michael 


Carroccino as being the 
stand-out players of the sea- 
son. These two sophomores, 
Gouthro believed, exhibited 
a great deal of leadership 
both on and off the ice. He 
stated that they were sure to 
conduct themselves as lead- 
ers in the locker room.

‘i Not only is it a national 
calamity, but a chance for 
Mike’s redemption. Mike, 
who knows the White House 
intimately, sneaks into the 
building and sets up radio 
contact, first with the offi- 
‘cials on the outside, and 
later with the terrorists. His 
first job is to locate and res- 
cue the President’s son (left 
behind in the elevator ride 
to the presidential bunker). 
Then he begins picking off 
the members of roaming 
squads of commandos while 
formulating a plan to stymie 
the ringleader, Kang (Rick 
Yune), the North Korean 
rogue terrorist who has 
masterminded the attack. 

Most of what follows is a 
cat-and-mouse game around 
the dark hallways, ducts 
and walls of the White 
House, and given the factual 
absurdity of the attack, it’s 
very entertaining. Director 
Antoine Fuqua (Training 
Day) has a good eye for the 
action film genre’s guilty 
pleasures, and pulls off the 
exolosive stunts without 
having them appear silly.

Gridiron Club of Greater

WHITNEY (READING, 
MASS.) is the winner of the 
6ist Walter Brown Award, 
presented annually’ to the 
best American-born college 
hockey player in New 
England. Whitney ' finished 
first in the final balloting 
ahead of runner-up Eric 
Hartzell (White Bear Lake, 
Minn.) of Quinnipiac and 
third-place finisher Johnny 
Gaudreau (Carney's Point, 
N.J.) of BC. 

Whitney is assistant cap- 
tain and leading goal scorer 
for the Eagles. His 25 goals 
in 36 games to date is the 
second highest total in the 
country. He has added 18 
assists, bringing his scoring 
total to 43 points. He already 
surpassed his scoring totals 
of last year when he had 16 
goals and 23 assists in 44 
games. 

Six of Whitney's goals 
this season have been game- 
winning scores. Thirteen of 
his goals and nine of his 
assists have come either in 
the third period or in over- 
time, placing him in first in 
the nation in that category. 

Whitney is the 23rd play- 
er from Boston College to 
win the Walter Brown 
Award since its inception in 
1953. The award. was estab- 
lished at the 20th reunion of 
the 1933 Massachusetts 
Rangers in honor of Brown, 
who coached the Rangers to 
America's first World 
Championship in Prague, 
Czechoslovakia. BC's head 
coach Jerry York was the 


award winner in 1967, and 
associate head coach Greg 
Brown received it in 1990. 


Before enrolling at 
Boston College, Whitney 
attended Lawrence 


Academy in Groton, Mass. 
His older brother Joe was 
also a four-year letterman 
for Boston College and cap- 
tain of the 2010-11 squad. 
"Steven Whitney's lead- 
ership of this year's BC 
team has been truly excep- 
tional," remarked Tim 
Costello, chairman of the 
Gridiron Club's Hockey 
Awards Committee. "Not 
only has he habitually come 
up with critical goals or 
assists when the game is on 
the line. He has also been a 
fixture on both the power 
play and the penalty kill, 


and he has dropped back to’
